Riot Call Is Sent In. 

A riot call was sent in from the hospital 
to the Desplaines street police station. It 
was recalled before thé police hada chance 
to respond, and the disturbance was quelled 
by Warden Charies J. Happel, who arose 
from his bed and gave the disturbers a talk 
intended to make them heartily ashamed of 
themselves. 

According to a man living in the neighbor- 
hood, the internes were making so much 
noise that they woke him out of a sound 
sleep. He says they were doing a cake walk, 
accompanied by the music of bottles and 
keys and any old thing that would make a 
noise. One fellow was using a bung starter 
and a tub for a bass drum. 

It wes probably thia noise which caused 
Warden Happel to wake up and realize there 
was something doing, as when he entered the 
Goor there were six sets of internes in com- 
petition for the cake walking prize. 

The warden is incensed greatly at the con- 
duct of these budding physicians, and after 
a. conference with William Busse, president 
of the county board, yesterday admitted that 
wholesale Gismissals would have been made 
on the spot were it not for civil service rules 
and regulations, 


All Protect Ringleaders. 
Both these officials yesterday made strenu-

The futile results of the investigation thus 
far made lead these officials to believe that 
there exists in the institution a secret oath- 
bound organisation.

Beer Cases the Centerpiece. 

The quarters of the internes are 100 feet 
distant from the wards. When Happel 
suddenly opened the door he 42 Several 
of the young men grouped around two cases 
of beer, 

Here's a merry Christmas to all,“ shout- 
ed one ‘big lanky fellow who was recruited 
te the staff the first of the month. 

“ 'Ta-ra-ra-ra, boom de-ay was being sung, 
and several young doctors were upon the 
prostrate form of one of their number lying 
on the floor as in a football game. 

Some were playfully striking and tugging 
at each other, others going through the mo- 
tions of leap frog, and the balance through 
the more serious stunts enacted during a 
hazing at college. The uncurtained windows 
permitted a view of this from the outside. 

It was a general rough house,“ the war- 
den describes it, but says that the patients 
were not disturbed by the racket. 


Some Fresh from College. 

This is the second year the institution has 
been under the regulations of civil service. 
A new batch of sixteen graduate physicians 
was taken in on Dec. 1, and to them princi- 
pally is attributed the outbreak. It is be- 
lieved that the spirit of college fraternity 
carried the young fellows away and they in- 
oculated in it the others until all hands for- 
got the seriousness of the positioiis they oc- 
ecupied.

made them join.

TAKE SICK WOMAN BY FORCE 


|| Police Move Anna Nolan to Hos- 
pital and Arrest Her Guards, 


OLDEST LAWYER LOCKED UP. 


M. D. Brown Says Action Is Work of 
His Personal Enemy. 


A woman said to be the possessor of $40,000 
was taken to St. Bernard's hospital by the 
police last night, and two men and one 
women are under arrest on a charge of re- 
sisting the police. 

Those under arrest are M. D. Brown, 82 
years old, who says he is the oldest prac- 
ticing lawyer in Chicago; A. F. Kelley, 50 


Ruth B. Laughlin, who says she is a nurse, 
but who, it is said, formerly was employed 
by Brown as a stenographer. 

They were arrested last evening at the 
home of Miss Anna Nolan, 1221 West Fifty- 
eighth street, who could not be removed from 
her home to the hospital tilt Policeman J. 
Cavanaugh, in charge of the Englewood 
patrol wagon, had broken open the door and 
forced his way intosthe ho@se. 


Asks Police to Act. 

Lieut. T. J. Caughlin of the Englewood 
station asserts à person whose name he will 
not divulge reported to him during the day 
that a sick woman was being confined in a 
house at 1221 West Fifty-ninth street against 
her will and under circumstances that de- 
manded an investigation. The informant 
said the woman had been examined by a city 
physician, who said she should be taken to a 
hospital. 

When Policeman Cavanaugh reached the 
house in the evening he knocked and some 
one asked him what he wanted. He replied 
he was a police officer and stated his er- 
rand. The policeman finally was compelled 
to break open the deor. 


Find Woman Seriously III. 

Miss Nolan was found lying on a bed in a 
critical condition, and offered no objection 
when told she was to be taken to a hospital. 
Mr. Brown, who lives at the Ontario hotel, 
at North State and Ontario streets, protest- 
ed vigorously against the action. After the 
women had been carried out on a stretcher 
Brown, Kelley. who gave his address as 
295 Chicago avenue, and Mrs. Laughlin were 
arrested. 

Miss Nolan ie 65 years old. At the hospital, 
it was said, she appeared to have been suf- 
fering from stomach trouble for à long time.

But It Takes Two Detectives to 
Overcome Fighting Author. 


DRAMA OF EARLY MORNING. 


Literary Heels Inflict Many Wounds on 
~Guardians of Peace. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 25.—[Special.)— 
Filled with the fighting spirit of his hero, 
Monsſeur Beaucafre, Booth Tarkington, in 
the early hours of Christmas morning, 
roundly thumped two of indianapolie’ 
guardians of the peace. Incidentally he re- 
celved a few bumps himself and finally 
wound up in the city prison. 

There a desk sergeant with literary in- 
clinations permitted him to go free on his 
own recognizance, after he had promised to 
journey straight home and disturb the peace 
of Indiana's capital no more. This was no: 
until he had been slated to answer for a 
charge of resisting an officer and had prom- 
ised to appear In court. 

Tarkington failed to appear in court this 
morning when his case was called and 4 
friend obtained a continuance until Satur- 
day, saying the author could not be found. 


Hear Report of Riot. 

The opening scene of the early morning 
drame was at the corner of Washington 
street and Capito! avenue. An excited voice 
had called the police station on a phone, de- 
claring a riot was in progress and warning 
the officers that unless they hurried some 
one might be killed. ; 

Detectives Manning and Samuels respond- 
ed and saw two men running away while 
Tarkington and a friend were standing near 
a carriage, the friend trying to induce the 
author to go home. The police added their 
pleas to the friend’s, but Tarkington's only 
answer was to defy them. 

Beeing he would not go peaceably, the offi- 
cers tried to put the author into the carriage, 
and the fracas was on, the writer using his 
fists and heels to such effect that the de- 
tectives were badly bruised. 


Flank Movement Wins Battle. 

Finally, while all three lay in the gutter, one 
of the officers executed a flank movement 
and climbed on to the author’s head. The 
other grasped his feet and they started to lift 
him to the cab. Tarkington meanwhile still 
using his feet on the official shins. 

The officers were as gentle as possible, un- 
til, realizing that forbearance had ceased to 
be a virtue, they hurled the author into the 
carriage, jumped in, and ordered the driver 
to go to police headquarters. 

Tarkington, outnumbered but undaunted, 
kept up the struggle till he was inside the 
doors of police headquarters.

thirds of the banks of the United States

President Miller Iseues Statement Re- 
garding Termination of Road’s Con- 
tract with the Hancock Company. 


President Alexander C. Miller of the Chi- 
cago-New. York Biectric Air Line railroad, 
issued a defiance yesterday to the officials 
of the C. H. Hancock company. The Han- 
cock company had the selling agency for the 
air line company until two months ago. 

Methods employed by the air line people 
in selling the $3,000,000 worth of stock 
throughout the country were expected to be 
divulged as a result of the break with the 
Hancock agency. Mr. Hancock lost bis 
stock = contragt: because he had no. 
sold as much of the stock as had been ex- 
pected. 

“We are not afraid of anything the Han- 
cock company may do,“ said Mr. Miller.

Y were in charge of 8 districts until 
two. months ago, but we decided.to let some 
one else do the work. Whatever may hap- 
pen. to them cannot affect us. 

Hancock, it is said, was backed by the J. 
D. Price Construction company, which holds 


the contract to construct the ten hour line 


between Chicago and New York. The Price 


company took stock in the road in return for 


the work of construction and turned it over 
to Hanocck to sell. The services of Charles 
Foster were secured. He was made vice 
president of the Hancock company and was 
promised a salary of $80,000 a year. He was 
successful at first in disposing of a great 
deal of stock through agents in every stgte. 

In September Mr. Foster concluded that 
the Hancock company could make money 
under its agreement and resigried his posi- 
tion. The Hancock company got 28 per cent 
commission on the money taken in and paid 
out of this all advertising and office ex- 
penses. Shortly after Foster resigned the 
Price company canceled its contract with 
the Hancock company.

Therefore the 
county commissioners have bought a new 
site seventeen miles south of the city, and 
| there they propose to erect a model build- 
ing, one which shall be in all respects the 
best of the kind in this country. 

The county board has given evidence of 
its constructive capacity. The courthouse 
is proof that it can use the money of the 
taxpayers economically and intelligently. 
It the. voters give the county board the 
million dollars it asks for they may reat 
assured that they will get their money's 
worth. 

In the past the charitable institutions 
of Cook county have often been a re- 
proach to it. When the state takes over 
‘the insane asylum and the helpless mor- 
tale whom the county has to take care of 
have been put in ‘a building fit for human 
beings to live in, away from the tempta- 
tions which now beset them, there will be 
no more charitable institution scandals.

FRUIT FROM IRRIGATED LANDS. 

First grade Spitzbergen apples bring $2.50 
a box. 

Four acres of Elberta pears netted over 
$1,000 an acre. 

Peter Bach got $2,187 from peaches on an 
acre and a half. 

From five acres of Italian prunes an Ore- 
gon man got $3,600 

Land in the N valley now sells in 
some cases for-$1,000 an acre. 

One and three-quarters acres of Spitzbergen 
apples brought Russell & Sons $4,000. 


Mrs. Thekla Weisberger of Oregon got 
$2,900 from three and a half acres of peach 


trees. 


One-year pear trees produced pears eleven 
inches around. Many trees bear in their sec- 
ond year. 

From irrigated fruit lands Washington 
orchardmen are making from $1,000 to $2,000 
net per acre. 

A yellow Newton apple tree yielded nine- 
teen boxes of first grade apples at 52 2 per 
box, and five boxes of culls at $1. 

Fruit shipped from North Yakima in 1907 
was valued at $500,000. The cars would have 
made a train four and a half miles long. 

Twenty-four winter Nellis pears, 9 years 
old, produced at the rate of $18 a tree. In 
the last twelve years these trees have been 
worth $1,062. 

Fifty-nine pear trees in Washington on less 
than an acre produced nearly 1,000 boxes of 
fruit and netted over $2,600. The trees were 
the Anjou variety. . 

The Yakima output was, roughly esti- 
mated: Peaches, 250 cars, at $800 a. car; 
plums and prunes, 25 cars, $550.4 car; pears, 
40 cars, at $750 4 car; apples, 225 cars, at $900 
a car. 

W. L. Wright raises sixty-eight varieties 
of apples on twenty-eight acres. His out- 
put this year will be 10,000 boxes, with re- 
turns at $18,000. Another man’s income 
from peaches and apples is $20,000. W. I. 
Huxable got $10,863.40 from eight acres of 
eaches.

Two new members have just been elected 
to the English Jockey club—namely: Lord 
Ilchester, now the head of the historic house 
of Fox and the owner of Holland house, and 
Lord Villiers. 

The latter is the eldest son and heir of 
Lord Jersey, and will, on his father’s death, 
imherit the latter’s possession and control of 
Child's bank at 1 Fleet street. which faces 
what was once Temple Bar, the western 
boundary and former entrance gate to the 
city of London. 

Lord Villiers may be indeed regarded as a 
favorite of fortune, for his racing stable, 
of which Conroy II. has been the bright par- 
ticular star, has been most successful during 
the last two or three years, maintaining in 
the most brilliant fashion the fame achieved 
by his ancestors, the fourth, fifth, and sixth 
earis of Jersey, on the English turf, while 
about two winters ago he managed to win a 
sum of $200,000 at Monte Carlo at the tables, 
and, what is more, to bring the entire amount 
back to England with him intact, much to 
the dismay of the Bonaparte-Radziwill- 
Blanc management of the Casino. 

— 

Lord Jersey, his father, who fs a frequent 
and welcome visitor on this side of the At- 
lantic, is indebted for his lucrative owner- 
ship of the famous Child's bank to the fact 
that one of his ancestors, the tenth Lord 
Westmoreland, made a runaway match and 
a Gretna Green marriage with Sarah, the 
only daughter of Robert Child, the banker. 

The latter, the last representative in the 
male lie of the house of Child, was enter- 
taining Lord Westmoreland one evening at 
dinner when the latter remarked to him, 

“If you were in love with a girl, Child, and 
her mother would not let you marry her, what 
would you do!“ 

“Do? Why, run away with her, of course, 
was the banker's rash reply. 

Lord Westmoreland acted upon his advice, 
and went off on the following day with Miss 
Sarah Child in orthodox fashion by post- 
chaise to Gretna Green, hotly pursued by the 
banker, whose progress, however, was ar- 
rested by Lord Westmoreland's shooting one 
of his horses just as he was catching up with 
the fugitive couple. 

Having in his rage sworn to disinherit his 
errant daughter, Child, who was a great 
character, would not break the letter of his 
vow, but modified its spirit by leaving his 
bank and all his vast property to his grand- 
child, the eldest daughter of Lord and Lady 
Westmoreland, on the condition that she 
should be christened Sarah and should take 
hig name of Child. 

He was found dead, drowned in the lake 
at Osterly park, though whether he com- 
mitted suicide in a state of despondency or 
fell in by accident remains a mystery to this 
day. 

When the child of Lord Westmoreland 
grew up she married the fifth Lord Jer- 
sey, and until her death in 1867 ruled Child's 
bank as head partner, much in the same way 
that the late Lady Burdett-Coutts man- 
aged and controlled Coutts’ bank, where the 
private account of King Edward Is kept. 

Many curious customs are still maintained 
under its roof. A rule of Child's bank is 
that one partner should always sleep on the 
premises, and should be constantly on duty, 
keeping officership,’" as it is termed. 

Another quaint relic of the past days is 
the habit of calling the front of the bank 
the shop and the rear premises the 
counting house.“

Sarah, countess of Jersey, was an extraor- 
dinary woman, governed English society for 
Over half a century with an autocratic sway, 
and was an altogether international figure, 
no crowned head, prince of the blood, or 
statesman visiting England without calling 
upon her at once upon his arrival in London. 

Her husband’s mother, Frances, countess 
of, Jersey, was the favorite cf George IV., 
and Creevy in his memoirs relates that on her 
death her executor, Lord Clarendon, sent 
for her son, the fifth Lord Jersey, and told 
him that in the exercise of his discretion 
as her executor he was going to destroy her 

rs. 

* The seals were taken off,“ says Creevy, 
„ and the letters from the monarch to his 
former favorite caught Jersey’s eye in great 
abundance. Lord Clarendon then proceeded 
to put them in the fire, saying that he merely 
wished Lord Jersey to be present as a wit- 
ness that they had never been read by any 
one.

attitude in the controversy. He maintains 
that hospital ships, as a rule, always have 
been commanded by medical officers, with 
a sailing master and civilian crew for pur- 
poses of navigation. The Relief, he says, 
formerly belonged to the army, and always 
was commanded by a medical officer when 
used as a hospital ship. 


—~o- : 
Claims Power Long Existed. 


In attempting to unify the medical services 
of the army and the navy, he says, a joint 
army and navy board of medical officers 
recommended that hospital ships should be 
commanded by medical officers, This recom- 
mendation was approved by both the secre- 
tary of war and the secretary of the navy in 
general orders. Since the civil war, he adds, 
all hospital ships and medical transports 
of the army had been placed under the sur- 
geon general of the army. 

The surgeon genéral declares Japanese 
naval. hospital ships were commanded by 
medical officers after having tried line of- 
ficers. These ships, he says, are simply 
floating hospitals, properly under the con- 
trol of the medical department and should 
be conducted in peace exactly as in time of 
war. This is especially so, he adds, because 
during war time line officers cannot be spared 
and do not and should net desire the com- 
mand of these ships. 

He maintains that it always has been a 
doubtful question if the Geneva and The 
Hague agreements could guarantee the neu- 
trality of these ships if combatant (line) c- 
ficers and crews were aboard, and it was 
this doubt which prevented the Japanese, 
during the recent war with Russia, from 
using line officers on hospital ships.

While claiming the strongest personal 
friendship with Admiral Brownson, the sur- 
geon general has this to say: 

“ As this is a matter pertaining entirely to 
the bureau of medicine and surgery and is 
decided by the secretary of the navy, it is 
hard to understand how Admiral Brownson 
could be specially involved, as his duties per- 
tain entirely to another bureau not directly 
responsible for the care of the sick of 
the navy and in which he should not inter- 
fere unless directed by the secretary.“ 

The surgeon general's statement was 
shown to Admiral Brownson tonight, but 
he declined to make any comment whatever 
in regard to it.
